HE American Federation of Labor held its 46th annual 
convention in Detroit this week. Frank Morrison, the 
federation’s secretary, says that organized labor has always 
had reduced working hours as its goal. In this, it is of 
course not so very different from unorganized labor, nor 
from idlers. Shorter hours are universally popular. 

Mr. Morrison rather belittles the importance of the Ford 
five-day, forty-hour week. He says that painters in Greater 
New York and the night workers in the Typographical Union 
already have a five-day week. 

Organized labor has had its eye on the automotive in- 
dustry for a Jong time. It wants to “organize” the workers 
in it. One obstacle is that, generally speaking, the auto- 
motive industry offers short hours, high wages, ultra-safe 
and sanitary working conditions, social advantages, oppor- 
tunities in many cases to buy living needs at reduced prices 
from the company store, and many other benefits that have 
been freely offered by employers. It is hard to “organize” 
contented workers; and most of the men and women in the 
automotive plants, in this section of the country, at least 


are contented.

Wholesale Deliv eries 
' For August Gain in 
Philadelphia 


Philadelphia, Oct. 11.—Retail 
sales of automobiles in August as 
reported by sixteen different dis- 
tributors in the Philadelphia dis- 
trict, according to the report 
issued by the Federal Reserve 
Bank, were smaller than in the 
month preceding, but wholesale 
deliveries of all classes of cars 
showed large increases both in 
humber and value. 

The seasonal quict was also 
reflected in smaller sales of used 
cars, but despite this decline in 
retail business, the volume of de- 
ferred payment sales was con- 
siderably larger in August than 
in Jaly. 

As compared with a year ago, 
aggregate sales of new cars at 
wholesale were in much greater 
volume in August, although sales 
of the expensive cars showed a de- 
cline. At retail, nearly 14 per cent 
more cars were sold in August, 
1926, than in the same month last 
year, but the aggregate dollar 
volume in business was 9 per cent 
smaller. This further evidences the 
fact, says the report, that the gains 
have occurred almost entirely in 
the low and medium-priced 
groups. 

Sales of used cars and retail sales 
on deferred payment were also 
larger than in 1925.

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An Export Need 

" THE DEVELOPMENT of export business, one of the 

real needs is prompt and rapid mail communication with 
the countries that you are trying to sell. Of course much 
export business is done by cable, but mail communication 
must always carry a great part of the documentary matter 
that must pass in transacting business overseas. It is in- 
evitable that any country which has several days’ advantage 
in this matter of mai! has a decided pull over a rival not so 
well fortified. 

At the present moment we are devoting a great deal 
of time and energy to the development of South Ameri- 
can markets. South America is one of the most prom- 
ising export markets in the world today, and it is one 
that will grow rapidly. In the automotive field this is 
particularly true, because the South American countries 
are just embarking on extensive campaigns of road 
building, which, as they progress will multiply the de- 
mand for motor vehicles and equipment. Furthermore, 
South America is rich and will buy cars, once it has a 
comprehensive highway system, in much the same way 
that we do, by which we mean a car for each three or 
four inhabitants. 

The point of all this is that today we are nineteen days 
by mail from Buenos Ayres, Argentina. France, which is 
once more bending strenuous efforts to obtain export busi- 
ness, is about to launch a fast steamship line, carrying thirty- 
knot boats, which will place Paris less than half the mail dis- 
tance from Buenos Ayres that New York is. This rapid mail 
service will give the French exporters a very distinct advan- 
tage in the rich Argentine market. The same will apply to 
the Brazilian market and in lesser degree to those of the west 
coast. 

This situation would be met completely if it were pos- 
sible to establish an air mail service between the United 
States and South American countries. Obviously the prac- 
tical value of such a suggestion rests on the possibility of 
maintaining consistent service. Practical considerations will 
be the possibility of establishing air ports at necessary inter- 
vals, the maintenance of supply and repair stations. 

Obviously the cost of transporting mail from New York 
to Buenos Ayres would be high.

ual’s lack of success with it, will be at once apparent. The 
buyer may have vitally injured the car by careless driving 
or maintenance. The fault may be entirely his and not 
the product’s at all, dnd yet the reputation of the car in 
that particular community may be seriously impaired by 
his unfounded attacks.

ETROIT, Oct. 10. — De- 

troit’s principal motor 
truck plant is that of the Fed- 
eral Motor Truck Company, 
which occupies a tract of ten 
acres, with 2,500 feet of rail- 
road siding, and with a ma- 


ment of three-quarters of a 
million dollars. 

Except for the administration 
building, a portion of which is two 
high and contains 20,000 
feet, the plant structures

devoted to the service stock room, 
where parts of all Federal trucks 
ever manufactured are stored and 
inventoried. 

Foreign shipments are loaded 
from a covered dock, with 8,000 
square feet of floor. Trucks going 
abroad are carefully boxed. 
Those for domestic use are load- 
ed from the yard adjoining the 
sidetracks—a plan that saves 
time, since it eliminates unnec- 
essary duplication of effort in 
handling. 

An important feature of the 
plant and its service is the storage 
room, which occupies 40,000 
square feet. Finished trucks are 


frame, motor wheel, chassis and 
final assembly operations. The 
progressive line method of as- 
sembly is used, and today the 
company is turning out 1,000 
trucks a month on the same floor 
area on which 300 were formerly 
built. Conservation of the time 
element results in an average 
output of twenty-four trucks per 
man, while the average for the 
industry as a whole is ten trucks 
per man. Inventory turnover is 
about fifteen times per year, as 
against an ordinary turnover of 
three times per year. As related 
to number of men employed, 
floor space and invested capital,
